The battle of Giughilovii touglil iu 
Zululaiul oil tlielst of April was meruly 
a slaughter of naked savages as bravo 
as "lioiis. They met the advniicod 
guards of civilization and fought like 
lieroes. A correspondent on our side 
savH: "The position we occupied wiis 
coniinaiiding; wood and water plentiful 
and the ground falling away gently in- 
to the broad valley of the Inyizane. 
The long grass in front of our cuuiij 
was very luxuriant, and at a distance 
of three hundred yards <ui the left 
front a mellow licld of CatlVu corn just 
ready for the sickle. From an early 
hour the clouds were lowering and the 
camp was scarcely formed when the 
storm came down upon us. The ruin 
fell in torrontsi thn thunder pealed 
and the whole horizon was ablaze ith 
purj)le lightning. At four o'clock the 
storm cleared away, and there was the 
canipii- puddle. Si.K thousand men 
and three thousand oxen, horses antl 
mules gathered in a small square, and 
all knee deep in mud. i^ignal tlaslies 
announced that a considerable body of 
the enemy lay between us and Hkowe. 
Tbe night whs niiseraljlo, but tb« morn- 
ing was bright and line, and the first 
rays of the rising sun disclosed to our 
view on the slopes of the hill two miles 
to our left a dark column of the ene- 
my, estimated at ten thousand men. 
Suddenly that liuj;e mass extendeil it- 
self, approached our camp anil formed 
a circle around it. And so rapidly did 
it diminish in extent that the front line 
was within range of the rifles before 
the reality of the attack had become 
quite understood. Wc liuii seven 
tiiou.saud rifles, two gatling gun.s, two 
nine jioundors au.l four nicket lubes, 
and we were strongly entrenched. 
They were naked and badly armetl, but 
they ftdvancetl like heroes. The ball 
was opened by a discharge from (ho 
gatling guns, and the enemy replied 
quickly, tlieir first shot killing (\ilonel 
Northey. Il;iving discliarged their 
small arms the savages threw them on 
the field and ruslicd to the charge in 
Irish style. Indeed, the attack was so 
unquestionably bold that our ofKcers 
were heard frankly to declare that 
British troops could not have done blot- 
ter. But that wave of living valour, 
rolling on the foe, was shattered by the 
shower of lead which was jwured out 
of the entrenched camp and into the 
naked breasts of the warriors who fell 
in crowds. In twenty minutes the sur- 
vivors retired and were pursued by u 
troop of native cavalry, the sabre and 
the lance doing terrible execution on 
the disorganized mass. Seven hun- 
dred bodies were buried by the victors 
within a hundred yards of the entrench- 
ments. Our loss was one officer and 
ten men killed, three ofhccrs and forty- 
eight men wounded." The Zulus iirr 
doomed; they must disappear befon.' the 
eivilizers who are seeking homes and 
bread. The nmjority of young men in 
the British Isles love glorj-. For sev- 
eral centuries their martial spirit was 
cooped up in the Island and the result 
was civil wars. English, Irish and 
Scotch fought against eacli other like 
madmen and would be fighting at home 
to day if the steam engine hail not 
opened a safety-valve for the surplus 
populations. These people must bo al- 
ways at war and their love of glory and 
beef feeds them and supplies them with 
land and gold. A few of their okl 
men, drunk with renown, worn out 
with glory, are always watching the 
course of events and directing their 
martial spirit. It has spread its in- 
lluenco over half the globe and threat- 
ens the other half. Talk of political 
economy; it is an insignificant science 
compared with that other science 
which makes the vanity of a 
nation supply its sur|)lus popu- 
lation with homes and bread. Glory is 
vanity, but in twenty years it will make 
Africa a British colony. The laws of 
honor cannot bo observed at all by 
statesmen who must provide for sur- 
plus population. Our people have no 
right to be in Africa, but it is an old 
maxim that necessity, like our Attor- 
ney-General, knows no law, and is a 
sufficient excuse for plunder. There 
are fine lands nearer home in Ger- 
many and France, but the people who 
occupy them have neefllo guns and do 
not require civilization. 1'hcre our 
])cop!e are in Africa looking for 
land and homes and we wish them 
every success. Naked savages with- 
out pants or jackets have :io 
right to live. That seems to ho a cruel 
expression of opinion, but it is the 
truth. The civilized man must starve 
or exterminate the savage.

Ma.niiattan, Kansas, June 1, — A 
cyclone crossed the Big Bluo Rvrer at 
the mouth of Mill creek last night, and 
uprooted tr(>e.s and destroyed grain 
cribs, fences and crops. Tho two story 
atono house of M. Oaudray was un- 
roofotl and crushed. There wore 15 
persons in it at tho time. Caudray 
was somewhat injured, and his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Taltercock, and her child 
were killed. On Fancy creek, 17 
miles north of Caudray's, the Metho- 
dist church was entirely demolished. 
Other buildings were torn down, cat- 
tle and horses killetl and other proper- 
ty destroyed, but no lives were lost. 

Independe^nck, Mo., June 1. — A cy- 
clone struck the earth four miles from 
Loo's Summit last evening, and tore a 
furrow through the country about a 
hundr«d yards wide and ton miles long, 
leveling everything in its track and 
killing and wounding several persons. 
The direction of the storm ■was from 
the southwest to the northeast. Three 
miles east of Loo's Summit the house 
of Mr. ^Yarron was totally destroyed, 
two members of the family killed and 
others severely wounded. 

St. Jok, Juno 1. — At Irving twelve 
persons were killed outright and forty- 
nine wounded, most of the latter so 
vcrdly, and many of them will die. 

A special dispatch to the Champion 
from Concordia states that tho storm 
was extremely violent in tho vicinity 
of Delphna, Ottawa county. Fifteen 
doad bodies wnro brought in from two 
square miles of territory. One man 
from Beloit was taken up in his wagon 
thrown to the ground nnd instantly 
killed.

San Fraxcisco, June 1.- -Arrived — 
The steamer Oceanic, from Hongkong 
rirt Yokohama.

HokaKONQj May 8.— Grant's visit 
absorbs public attention everywhere. 
Ho arrived at Saigon on Friday even- 
ing, April 25th. The party was re- 
ceived at a decorated landing pier by 
Governor Hennossy and start', mem- 
bers of the legislative council, heads of 
the military and naval services as a 
guard of honor, and a multitudo of 
American, European and Chinese spec- 
tators. After introduction they pro- 
coeded to the government house. Many 
streets were adorned with flags, etc., 
and the houses wore illu"miiiated. On 
May 1st Grant called upon Consul 
ilnsbv and informally inspected locali- 
ties of importance. On May 2d ho 
I held a public reception at the United 
I States consulate and dined with Chief 
I Justice Sir John Smale. On May 3d 
a state dinner was "given at thegovern- 
I meat house. A felicitous address by 
' Governor Hcniiessy was warmly com- 
mended by Americans. Grant respond- 
ed briefly and effectively, giving a sen- 
timent of good will and alliance be 
tween liritons arid Americans. On 
i\Iay otli tho party started for Canton 
in the Ashuelot, escorted by a Chinese 
gunboat. Salutes were fired by batter- 
ies all along the river. Grant was re- 
ceived at Canton on May 6th by tho 
consular officials and conducted to the 
viceroy's yamin, three miles from point 
of debarkation. The crowd 'was enor- 
mous. At least 100,000 witnessed the 
little procession.
